The herring fishery ot Scotland ap- 
pears to be on its last legs; such nt 
least is the liiut darkly thrown out in 
a petition which has been presented 
to the House of Commons from sever- 
al fisherman, jish-curers, and tradois 
interested in the herring fisheries of 
Scotland. The herring fisheries in 
the firths and estuaries of Scotland 
continue, it is stated, veoy seriously to 
decline; and in some of these waters 
the fishing has become altogether uu' 
productive. A very largo pojjulntion 
is mainly dependent upon herring fish- 
ing. In the season 1874 (according 
tp the latest statistics), no fewer than 
4:6,226'|pers6hs were engaged in the 
fishing, and the dependent population 
is very great. Tho number of boats 
employed was l'l,iS17, with a tonnage 
of 105,577,. and tho capital ropro- 
Bentod by boats, nets, and other 
fishing apparatus amounted , to 
£1, 072,777'. The failure of the 
fishings threatens tho destruction of an 
important branch of national indus- 
try, and of a large source of food sup- 
ply. Tho diminution of tho herring is 
attributed to tho facilities which, un- 
der the existing regulations of tho 
fishery board, have been afforded to 
the taking of sprats and herring fry in 
the firths and inner waters of Scotland 
by means of trawl-nets. While tho 
sprat fishing was kept in check the 
herring fishery was prosperous; but 
since, and wherever trawling has been 
practised, the destruction of young 
herring has resulted to a prodigious 
extent, and year by year the legitimate 
fishing has declined. .Pears are there- 
fore enterta&S'd^Biit the herrings will 
entirely f orsake-tho flstuaries and in- 
ner waters of Scotland, . unless the 
fishing for sprats and' herriii;^ fry is 
prohibited by law, ox, :89me pother

'Tfiti:' Bbnibay' "Friend of Itfdia" an- 
nounces in the following manner au 
approaching annexation which is to 
swell the dominions of tho J'^mpresa 
of India. Kelat is the chief Province 
of Boloochistan, and its chief city, 
with a population of about 12,0U0 
souls, is the capital of tha^ border- 
land between Afghanistan and India. 
Tho British captured the city of 
Kelat twice during their diaastrous 
Afghan war 1S;39 and 1810, and finally 
evacuated it in Ifi-ll : — vni; 

"It is more than likely that we 
shall soon have on hand anothar petty 
frontier war, this time in Kelat. The 
old quarrel between the Khan and his 
chiefs, who accuse him, and with 
.some show of reaScniv bf '' flagrant "■cts 
of tyranny, has reached a crisis, and 
become open war, for we oaunot call 
it an insurrection; and tho defeat of 
tho Khan would certainly , have re- 
sulted from a contest engaging the 
forces of both sides. He would have 
beiflir'Bolemnlj-betttra'.'—It-is-the' busi- 
ness of the Qt)vernment in India to re- 
ofltabUsh prder. wh^thpr by bringing 
the two parties to' accept a prop- 
osition of conciliation or, should that 
fail, by occupying Kelat and demand- 
ing from tho Khan pledges for a more 
satiefaptojry Uiq0 . qf oonduc|i. in th a 
fi#iJfei»*The^greftf6f pdrt of his' sub- 
jects would be pleased to see him do- 
posed, but of course so radical a moan- 
ure cannot bo thought of uuIohh 
it becomes inevitable, It would 
not bo easy to find a successor to 
whom all parties would submit 
thoniKolves, and besides, upon making 
tho Holeotion, it would be iiecessary to 
j)orinanently garrison tho country with 
English troops, which would amount 
to annexation. This extreme measure 
is not yet in official circles thought 
advisable, aa its advantaged would 
not equal its disadvantages. Ne^Ver- 
theless, it may shortly become neces- 
sary.

A corrospondeat of the Liverpool Joui - 
nal of Conimorco furniahoa tho following 

acconnt of the voyage of two California 
wheat ships under dato of May 5111; ''On 
tbo 'iGth nit. thoro arrived at Liverpool 
two Amoricau ships, tho J. B, Brawu, un- 
d«r tlio coniiuand of Captain Kezar, and 
tho Southoru Cross, under ' cciiiiimaM' of 
Captain Ballard. The two ships towotl 
out through tho heads at San Francisco 
at 6 o'clock on tbo morning of Docombor 
31, 187r), Kido by side, discharged fhoir 
pilots at tho same time, and passed tlio 
Farollone Islands together. l\Iot ouch 
other tho next day, and parted company 
that night. Met again on the, lino in tho 
Paoiiio, and again in the neighborhood of 
tho Island of Pitoairn, in tho South Paoi- 
fio.aud did not see anything of oacli other 
again until in about throe or four degrees 
of south latitude ou the Atlantic side. 
Horo they had it nip i>ud tuck for a week 
or ton days, watching each other as a cut 
does a rat. Finally a ciroumstanco took 
place \diioh the master of the Sonthern 
C!ro.s.s says he never experienced befoi-o in 
a command in the East India trade for 25 
conai'cutivo years. Both ships arri\"ed on 
th(( Equator side by aide, bearing by com- 
pass duo oast and west, and on working 
up tlioir latitude they found no lutitude 
at all, not a fraction cither way, in fact 
they wore exactly on the Equator. I'l om 
this point they parted company. Met 
again iu the northeast trades, sailcil iu 
company for ti week or so, then puifed. 
Mot again oil' Holyhead, iiiul took tugs 
from the same coiupiiny, towed up tho 
Mersey side by side, and had tbo dock- 
gatoB boen wide enough they could havo 
entered side by aide. As it was, the Cross 
led tho way in, the Brown following with 
in R foot of hor all tho way."

Thoro wore sever. d s;ir- 
vants, inehnling coachman ami footiuau 
iu t]i6 ostablishniput, .M^i;., ^'liyo, ,kopt 
two carriages aud two pairs of hbr'seV, On 
the night of flneKday, - tho IHth of last 
yjLQfttli, Dr. ]\Iooro, who lives about o 
qnnrtor of a mile froni tbo Priory, was 
siimmonovl to attend i\Ir. Ilravo. lie went 
to the house iniiiiniialely , aiTi\ ing tliere 
between teui a. id elevon o'cloc^k.and found 
Mr. Br.ivo lying hack iu a chair, hreath- 
ing heavily, and totally iinctinscious. El 
was partly undressod, and Mrs. Cox was 
rubbing his chest, Dr. Monro, who fear- 
ed tin.' puis < would a-'' to beat at any 
moment, made enquiries ol' tho.ie |ireseiit, 
but could yet at nothing to account for 
tlio aliiriiiiijg syniptoms. Tho heart llua^at- 
oned lo stoji, and at ono time tho mmlicul 
man fancied it Was a case of opium-poi- 
soning, but, on oxaniiuiug tho eye, he 
fouctl that was not the cas >. Ho liad Mr. 
Bravo laid in lied ao that the horizontal 
position might relievo the heart, and tileii 
had brandy injected. Ttio heirt went 
better after an hour's time. Mr. Harri- 
son, surgeon,' arrived iu tho meantime, 
and both medical men remained with Mr. 
Bravo'iiiitil morning. Thoy had previous- 
ly despatched tho coaeliniau to town to 
briu.g Mr. 11 )y-< bell, of llarley striiot, ii 
cousin of Mr. bravo, and Dr. Johnson, 
both of King's Uollego Hospital, and these 
gentlonu'u arrived at tho Priory biitweoii 
two and three in tho morning. Before 
they arrived the aiok man vomited for the 
seejud time, and Mrs. Cox remarked that 
she bad given him mustard which iiiiglit 
ui'coiiiit lor it. It was a black vomit, 
whieli Ilje ph.vsieiaus reeogniz' d as partly 
digested blood. 

At length Mr. liravo began to regain 
consciousness, aud tho first thing his 
cousin, Mr. itoys Bell, asked him was, 
''What di?- yoti' take, Oiiarlio?' The do- 
ceased looked arouud in a way as if he 
foil ho was iu a condiliou iio cjuld not 
account for, and he ree. igni/.eil all pres- 
ent. ]Mrs. r.ravow.Tsin aud out of tho 
room, iiud appeared niueh ilibtressed. 
Jieforo ^Ir. liravo was rosljrod to i-iui- 
sciousness, ^Irs. Cox told Mr. Harrison 
that when she wiuit up stairs in tho eve- 
niug.-sho found Mr. Bravo sick, and hav- 
ing asked..., him what was thu matter, ''o 
replfbd;' 'F havo taktm ttmt poiBonous 
stiiA'.' Dr, Monro, who was in the house 
an hour hi^furo .Mr. Harrison, states he 
was not put ill po3.ses.-iioii of that fact. At 
uuothtii. t|iiuc, it appears Mrs. Cos .^aid 
tho deoeaaeil told her bo had' taken chlo- 
roform, and the double statement very 
luucli pi ipU?.\ed Dr. Johnson. The med- 
ical men, however, wore satisfied ho had 
not taken chlortifoi ni, but that ho had 
iinliibed sonio lueMllie irritant, a^ lie was 
suUeriiiK from viole'Ut tene.siuu-i. ite'tweon 
five and six in the moi ning all the doc- 
lora, .-iavo Mi', Hell, leii tlio house. Dr, 
^oorai f^Y, • patient on tlio iiftornoou 
of {liai day,' Wfien ho' a good deal hot- 
ter, ds inilk and i^liamp.igno stayed oti his 
stomaidi; luit the followjiig .1 ly tlij pali-e 
was rapid, and the synqitoins were ex- 
ceedingly liad. Sir William (lull arri\td 
at tho house on \\'cdne-,da;v , and having 
discovered wheie the ileee'.'Sed had voui 
ited, had tho matter .scrapisl iqi aiul pre- 
pared for analysis. Mr. Bravo died early 
on tho Friday morning, haviug luovious 
made his will. .\ poit niort'On cx iiniiia 
tion ol thi! body was ma.de by Dr. I'ayne, 
of St. Thoma-^' Hospital, i ii t lie jues aiee 
of Dr. .lohn.son. Dr. .Moore, Mr. fl -ILand 
Mr. Harrison, .ft. was touud that the 
stomach itself lui'l got over tho ell'ects of 
tho poison. All appeared j)erfoctly iiatii 
r.il until till! large intestines wore reached, 
and then it was fouuil tho liloi,<l-ve .-d-i 
Were (Mi.goi-e-eil. Ill" blonl lyiii;; on llie 
iuli-.t ines. Si)- William (lull had the 
contiiut.s of llio \ isecra sent to Dr. Red- 
wood, of London, for analysis, and that 
geutlenuiu found ia thouui largo quantity 
ofautimony. It ia a curious fact, in this 
cliBO that, cxi-ept tj inodical hion, it is not 
geiieraily kimwu that antimony is a poi- 
son, and tin's nnty liolp the solution of 
what is at [iroseiit a iiiyHtery. Jlr. Car- 
ter, the Surrey coroner, aud .i jury held 
two inquiries into the circumstances nt ■ 
tending tho death of tho deceased, and as 
there was nothing in the evidence to show 
by whom — the deceaseil or any other per- 
son— tho an'iniony wa i mlininistered, an 
open vordiel was neei^ssarily returned, it 
is aatrango I'.iel that Dr. .Moore, tin; lirst 
medi(Mil man that s.iw the doceasd alter 
he had boon taken ill, was not sub])ienued 
to givo evidence hcfore the coroner's 
court. 

Tho lady lo whom tbo dccoasinl was 
married si.x months ago was a widow at 
that limo of Cai)l. Kicardo formerly of tho 
Guards. Hor maidon name was Camp- 
bell, and hor father had amassed a huge 
amount of money in Australia. ('a|)tain 
Kicardo, who lirst met IMiss ('ani|iliell in 
^foiitreal, V as of goiv.l family ami luge 
fortune. 1 rom ei reiinisl;inc(j3 which oc- 
curred at Great .Malvern there was inudi 
unbappiuess caused betweeu Capt. and 
Mr.s. Uieiirdu, roHulting in' a soparatiou 
with an allowaueo to hor of £1,200 a year, 
and ending iji the institution of a suit in 
the Divorce Coiirl. While the suit was 
ponding Mrs. Uit^trdo lived at Leigliam 
C(mrttvoad. Hirealham Hill; and b.iforo 
it was ripe for hearing her busliaiid iliod. 
Ho had mado it v/ill in hm- favour some 
years previously, ond had not revoked it 
aince the diiToroncos between them began, 
aifd lienco, on tho death of hor husband, 
"Mrs. Hicarihi I i(>canio po^^ses!^ed of a lialld- 
Hoiiu) incoiiio, she having n. eoiisidonilile 
ninount of properly in hor own right. 
While roMiiling at IiQlgham Couit road 
iMrH. ilicardi) took Mrs. <jox,, then living 
ill lirixtou I'oad, as a companion. S'lhso- 



withdiffiCi:ajidit,waaariilo she was mis- 

trosCof fliisliouso slio married tho de- 
ceased, whose original umiio was Turner, 
which ho changed at tho recpiost ol Lis 
stepfather, who resides iu Kensington. 
NVhon the coroner's enquiry was conolud- 
eal Mrs. Bravo left Tho Priory for Bright-' 
on, Avhoro she ig at present slaying. Mrs. 
Cox is undoirStood "to bo in charge of tho 
house in Balham, which, standing on tho 
odgo of Tobting'OtfniTUOilJ' ' LHs become au 
object of intoree't'to the ourioua in such 
matters," 

A (Jaiifoviiia Chief Jiistico ami a 
tSeiiutor ou tho Dueliiug Ground.

The prominent and peculiar part 
played Ijy David C. Broderick iu Cal- 
ifornia polititiH, tho hold he obtained 
ou the public heart, and tho circum- 
Htauces preceding hia unhti^py end, 
iiuite to enhance the^ tcagio.: character 
of odds which wpuld have overborne a 
man of leas energy and determination, 
he triumphed over all tho poworfui 
foe.g arrayed against him, winning the 
object of hiii ambition, a seat in tho 
United States Senate. After the ad- 
jourjimei).t of Oop;gi;es5_h^ returijed to 
this State and entered upon the mem-i 
ovablo campaign of '59, loading the 
Douglas wing of tho Ueiuocracy. Dav- 
id S. Terry, Cliiof Justico of the Su- 
preine Court, was a candidate for re- 
iioiiiinulion.and in one of his speeches 
he said iu relation to the rival wing of 
his party : 

They have no distinction; they are 
entitled to nouo. They are tho follow- 
ers of 0110 man, the porHonal chattels 
i;f It single intlividiutl. — Thoy belong 
body and soul aud breeches to David 
C. Broderick.. They ar^ jpt a^hapio^ 
to acknowledge: their master, and aro, 
forsooth, Douglas Democrats. 

To this paHHuge, Avhich is certainly 
not more offensive than the average 
oratory of its class, Broderick attach- 
ed iinduo weight. Heading it at the 
brcaUast table of. .the , lateroational 
Hotel in the momin^,he became high- 
ly iuceiiHod and spoke in great anger 
and bitterues.s of Terry, Baying that 
ho regretted having assisted him whou 
iu the hands of, the Vigilance Commit- 
too. D. "W. Perloy, formerly the law 
uartuor of Terry, being at tho table, 
resented tho slur upon his absent 
friend, ami Kent Brodoiick a challenge 
which tlio latter declined on the 
ground of social and political inequal- 
ity between them, and that Perloy 
being a foreigner had not the political 
right.s to lose by fighting that he(Brod- 
erick) had. In the course of tbe cor- 
roHpoiulencG tho Senator also announ- 
ced llin unalterable detorminatiou not 
to respond to any clmila^ge, until after 
the election. Terry, who it was un- 
derstood was on the ' pdidfof coming 
to San Francisco to demand instant 
satisfaction, was deterred by this in- 
liinalion from Broderick. He cherish- 
ed tho romembiauco of the insult, and 
resigning his office, on election day 
took the boat for Sah Francisco, stop- 
ping nt Stockton for his sargeoa, Dr. 
Ayletl, .afid his duelling tiisfipla; On 
tho next day he- called- Broderick to 
account. 

Senator Broderick and tho Chief 
Justice met on Davis's ranch, about 
two miles southeast of Lake Merced. 
The weapons were duelling pistols, 

distance ton paces. Tbe choice of 
position (tad weajious wore decided by 
the toss of a half dollar, being won by 
tho seconds of Teny, The latter's 
weapons were of course chosen. The 
principals took off their overcoats and 
Hiopi'etl to the positions assigned them, 
lirodenek, who wore a light •wool liat 
pulled down over his forehead, bad a 
piosoutimeiit of his t'ato, but was sus- 
t. lined by his iron will. Terry stood 
tirm witli the air of a practised duel- 
list. .\.t tlie word the ^voal)o^s were 
r.iised. in his nervous liuny i5rotlor- 
iek's Was ilischarged prematurely, the 
leillid striking the ground in front of 
his antagonist. Terry aimed deliber- 
ately anil fired, exe^iming, "The shot 
is not mortal. T have struck two in- 
v\niA to the" ri;^lit." Broderick, ou re- 
ceiviug Lhe sliot, l.uniod Biiddonly to 
olio sule, bntccd luuiriolf for a moment, 
and retaining bis jiistol in a convulsive 
grasp, sank to tho earth. After lin- 
gering seventy-four- hours, tho Sena- 
tor expired on the morning of Soptom- 
l)or Kith. 

Judge Terry was iudicted for mur- 
der, lie jnocurcd a change of venue 
to I\Lirin county, and previous to tho 
trial ho look rooms at Sau llafaol and 
kept open house to all who chose to 
como, entertaining thom liberally, and 
thus making friends of as many as 
jiossible of the peojilo wlioro ho was to 
bo Itiod. Tho hour lixod for tho be- 
ginning of the trial was uino o'clock in 
tlio morning, au uuusua'ly early hour 
for the opening of the court. Qn the 
morning named, Alesandeir'OStripnell, 
who linil been employed to conduct 
the prosiiculion, !iocoiii]mnied by the 
witnesses for the prosecution, started 
lit seven o'clnck in tho ynclit llostlesa 
for San Rafael, but thoy did not reach 
their destination until uoou. Moan- 
time tho court opened punctually at 
nine, and, imtwithslandiiig tho absence 
of tho I'roscculiiig Allornoy aud his 
witnesbos, proceeded with tho farce of 
a trial, and, there ibeing.Jio witnoasos, 
tho Judge soon directed tho jury to 
i-onder a verdict of aoquittid, which 
thoy did with groat alacrity. Whou 
'!\rr. CnmiiboU arrived with liis witnes- 
ses, be found Judge Terry and friends 
in lii,gli over the acquittal. Judge 
Teri'v liufj since givon his attention to 
practicing law, and is a loading mem- 
ber of the bar at Stockton, liis old 
home.
